BliunnTo Iln Satisfactory—The O'Brien- 
Dillon Trial Iteinoved from Tlppernry 
to Cloninel—Tho Newfoundlaod Fl»h- 
eriet* Question — JewUh Befugeei* on 
Their Wajr Co the United States. 
BBBUN, Nov. 12.—The Prussian diet 


was opened Wednesday by the emperor. 
Ills majesty, 10 tho speech f.rorn the 
throne opening tbe Cession, said that in 
view of tbe fri«ndly relations existing be- 
tween Prussia audall other foreign states 
—relations which h.vl b.-ea strengthened 
during the pr«-eit 
year—the country 


could look forwnnl wi^h confidence to the 
further preaervution of peace. The speech 
also announced that bills would be pre- 
sented in the diet providing for A reform 
in taxation, for the organization of pro- 
vincial councils and for tbe establish- 
ment of elementary schools. The flunu- 
cial condition of tbe kingdom is shown 
to be satisfactory. 


The Subject of Taxation. 


The royal speech dealt almost exclu- 


sively with the domestic affairs of 
the 


kingdom. Particular emphasis was laid 
upon the necessity for Improving the ma- 
chinery whereby direct taxes were levied 
and collected. The income tax bill was 
Intended to effect an equitable distribu- 
tion of the burdens ot taxation, and it 
was expected thnt the various measures 
suggested would result in bringing the 
funded property ot the country 
more 


within tbe reach of taxation. 


Elementary Ktlucatlon. 


The address states 
that while 
the 


finances of Prussia were In sucb condition 
as to make unnecessary any immediate 
augmentation of the revenue, it was, on 
the other hand, de^iraMe to prevent any 
reduction in receipts. Elementary educa- 
tion, the address continues, should be 
made absolutely free. The development 
of the regulations affecting the social and 
material condition of tho working people 
la commended to the diet iis u subject de- 
manding prompt attention. In this con- 
nection an Increase in the number of gov- 
ernmental supervisors aud a reorganiza- 
tion ot tbe entire H.v-)t.;m of trade in de- 
clared to ba necessary.

Jewish Refageefl from Bussla. 


LONDOX, Nov. 12.— Two hundred Jews 


who were expelled from Bussla have ar- 
rived in Berlin on their way to the United 
States. They declare that they consider 
themselves 
fortunate 
in getting away 


from a country where they were subject 
to so much persecution. Many Jewn wbo 
attempt to emigrate are prevented. The 
action of tbe police In this matter is inex- 
plicable. One family in a village will be 
notified to leave the country. A family 
of relatives who prepare to accompany 
the exiles will be ordered to remain at 
home and cannot procure passports. 


Newfoundland Fisheries Question. 


LONDON, Nov. 12 —The St. James Ga-

Three Men Attack One Mid Shoot Him 


to Deatb, 


COLUMBUS, Ga,, Nov. 12.—T. C. Oawson, 


of G.'envllle, Ala., was shot and killed at 
tbo raoa track at the Chatloochlu Valley 
exposition Tuesday by Dick and Robert 
Howard, brothers, Hnd James Bickeritaff, 
their brother-in-law. Immediately after 
the gentleman's trotting race, Mr. Daw- 
son drove into the open space in the rear 
of the judges' stand, and got out of his 
nnlky. Immediately thereafter Dawson 
was seen running, pursued by three men, 
who were firing at him. Dawson drew 
his revolver as he ran, and turning flred 
upon hi* pursuers. Thirteen shot* were 
exchanged, when Davrson fell and ex- 
pired shortly afterward. 


Highly BespeotabU Families. 


He had four bullets in him, two of 


which inflicted fatal wounds. The cause 
of th« shooting had its origin iu a family 
trouble, Dawsun having married and de- 
serted a Miss Howard, sister of the two 
men named. Dawson was a son of the 
Hon. W. (J. D.-uvson. H prominent, and 
wealthy citizen of Alabama, now residing 
in Eufaula. The Howards belong to one 
of the oldest arip most respectable fami- 
lies iu Georgia. The Howard boys and 
Bickerstntl have beau arrested. They re- 
fuse to talk further than to claim that 
they were justified, and ask suspension of 
public opinion.

theria is very prevalent hore. Tim doctors 
say however the impression is a mistaken 
one, as that disease is not nearly as common 
as is reported.

are announced us diphtheria are In reality 
nothing more than 
ulcerated tonsilitis,

The law requires every physician who is 
treating a case of diphtheria to report it at 
once, to tlie board of health, and an exami- 
nation of the board of health records will 
discover that in reality there is no cause for 
alarm.

The members of the Co-operative Bonn 


ing club held M business meeting at thri 
dining room in the Koby last night after 
supper, to consider the reports which have 
been printed in two of the city papers and 
telegraphed by the reporter o( one- of them 
to papers all around here, that the institu- 
tion was about to fail on account of lack of 
support. The items were full of misiakesi 
including tho statement that the boaid was 
only to be $2.40 a week, and that the "lady 
manager" could no longer make a profit at 
that figure. Since there never was any 
such a business arrangement, the entire 
meaning of the items was a mistaken one. 
In order that there might be an emphatic 
expression of the intentions of tho club a 
vote was taken on the subject, and it was 
unanimously voted that the club should 
continue operations, not for one week or 
one month, but permanently. The meeting 
partook somewhat of the nature of an in- 
dignation meeting, as the members felt that 
a great injustice had been done by the 
sprnading of the false news. This is known 
everywhere as the pioneer club of the kind, 
and the system will be damaged wherever 
this report has reached. Instead of its 
ceasing operation, the prospects are bright 
for its future success. New members were 
taken in yesterday aud others have applied. 
The membership has but few vacancies, 
and they will soon be filled.
